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The Church is entirely free, no special seat 
being sold, rented or appropriated to any 
one. Every one, whether a stranger or regu- 
lar worshipper, is at liberty to attend any of 
the services and sit in any seat he may pre- 
fer which is not occupied at the time. The 
Church depends for its support entirely upon 
the free-will offerings of the worshippers 
made through the offertory ac the principal 
services, Every attendant is expected to 
give according to his ability, as a voluntary 
offering what in another Church he would 
pay as pew rent, and to regard his giving as 
an actof worship to Almighty God, and so 
to be discharged as in His sight. All the 
offertories, unless otherwise announced, are 
forthe support of the Church—the payment of 
salaries, the music, incidental expenses, &c. 
Alms chests are placed in the vestibules of 
the Church to receive offerings of special pur- 
poses, the poor, missions, improvements, &c. 

In order to comply with the charter of the 
Church which prescribes that the Vestry shall 
be elected by those who “ have paid two con- 
secutive years for a pew or sitting," the nom- 
inal charge of $1, for an unassigned sitting, or 
$4 for a pew is made, which persons desiring 
to qualify themselves to vote for Vestrymen 
must pay annually to the Warden, 

The present Rector assumed charge of the

1880, and this book is presented to the mem- 
bers of the congregation as a report of what 
has been accomplished since then, and an 
explanation of the methods of work which 
have been adopted. This is shown by the 
statistics and reports of the Guilds. The sum 
of $824.48 reported as expended in improve- 
ments was paid for necessary repairs to the 
Church building, in alterations in the chancel 
to accommodate a surpliced choir, in remov- 
ing the organ from the gallery and repairing 
it, in building a new staircase and. approach 
from the Vestry, the purchase and fixture of 
a brass corona for the chancel, &c. ( 

In addition to the various articles of furni- 
ture or decorations reported as made or pro- 
vided by members of the Guilds, the following 
articles have been given or loaned for the 
use of the Church: mahogany Altar, super 
Altar and Credence, walnut pulpit, altar rail 
and lectern, two brass altar crosses, wooden 
altar cross, brass altar desk, pair of brass 
flower vases, brass alms receiver, brass rod 
and dosel hanging for back of altar, panel 
for pulpit, 25 kneeling benches for Church, 1 
ditto for Litany desk, the re-covering of the 
cushions for altar rail, 1 white silk and bead 
book marker, white silk for altar cloth, red 
silk for super frontal and pulpit fall, silk 
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fringe for ditto, 1 fair linen cloth for altar, 1 
corporal, 1 linen chalice veil, т chalice pall, 
3 purificators, т red silk stole, 1 piece of 
Spanish lace for altar, white silk for chalice 
veil and burse, china jar and glass mirror 
for vestry, photograph of Bishop Odenheimer, 
83 books for Sunday-school library, over 200 
books and 1100 magazines and copies of il- 
lustrated papers for parish library, about 150 
copies of Church papers and magazines for 
the Bible classes and missionary boxes, 11 
dozen hat hooks and screws for choir and 
school rooms, 100 boxes for candies, over 30 
lbs. of cake and тоо small cakes, and basket 
of fruit for Sunday-school festival, 300 copies 
of programime for Easter festival. 

A member of the Vestry had the front of 
the gallery and ornamental borders round the 
windows painted, and seven gas standards 
and brackets in the Church re-polished.. The 
Choir Master presented two silver medals to 
the most proficient boys in the choir, Eight 
thimbles, 15 baskets, 13 pictures, тоо Easter 
cards and 4 handsomely-bound prayer books 
were presented to the children of the schools 
as prizes. 

The services of the entire choir from No- 
vember to August were volunteer. Male 
members of the congregation having good 
voices, and who are willing to give their ser- 
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vices, will find it a good way of cultivating 
their voices, at the same time making use of 
them. 

The Parish library is open every Wednes- 
day evening for the distribution of books and 
magazines, Donations of standard works, 
good Church books, pamphlets, magazines 
and illustrated papers are needed ; and per- 
sons taking Church papers are requested to 
send them, after reading, to the Church for 
distribution to the members of the Bible 
classes, 

The sum of $170 is now in hand towards 
providing a new stained glass window for the 
chancel Additional offerings for this pur- 
pose and for the further improvement of the 
Church are asked for. 

A report of all offerings received is placed 
each week on the notice boards in the vesti-

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The Church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated to 
any one. Every one, whether a stranger or 
regular worshipper, is at liberty to attend 
any of the services and sit in any seat he 
may prefer, which is not occupied at the 
time. The Church depends for its support 
entirely upon the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers, made through the offertory at 


‘the principal services. Every attendant is 


expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another Church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty 
God, and so to be discharged as in His sight. 
All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are forthe support of the Church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 
in the vestibules of the Church to receive 
offerings for special purposes —the poor, mis- 
sions, improvements, &c. 

In order to comply with the charter of the 
Church which prescribes that the Vestry shall 
be elected by those who “have paid two con- 
secutive years for a pew or sitting," the nom- 
inal charge of $1, for an unassigned sitting, 
or $4 for а pew is made, which persons de- 
siring to qualify themselves to vote for Ves- 
trymen must pay annually to the Warden. 
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Since the publication of the last Year Book 
the following improvements have been made. 
The walls and ceilings of the Chapel, Sunday- 
school room, and vestibule of the Church 
have been repainted, and the floors of the 
Chapel and vestibule oiled. The funds for 
this purpose were raised chiefly by mite-box 
collections which sorne members of the con- 
gregation made during the summer, about 
$50 being secured in this way. The central 
portion of the chancel window has been filled 
with stained glass, imported from London, 
representing the Ascension, The remaining 
portions of the window are still to be filled, 
$260 being required for the purpose, contri- 
butions for which are asked, This is needed 
to complete the subject in the window, and 
few things would do more to beautify and 
enrich the Church. A member of the vestry 
has presented a brass lectern, brass music 
stand, two brass standards with wooden ped- 
estals for the chancel, two brass standards for 
the sides of the Choir, and had five gas fix- 
tures on the sides of the Church repolished. 
There have also been presented four brass 
Alms basins, a Wilton rug covering the 
three steps approaching the Altar, an Altar 
service book, a Prayer book for the Litany 
desk, and a Hymnal, all bound in red 
Turkey morocco, 18 Hymnals for the Choir, 
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10 books and 130 pamphlets for the Parish 
library, 32 books and тоо pamphlets for 
the Sunday-school library, and a large num- 
ber of copies of ‘Youth’s Companion,” 
* Der Sonntagsgast,” * Churchman,” “ Living 
Church," * Register," and “Standard” for 
distribution in the schools and Bible-classes,

The Choir Master presented two silver 
medals to the most proficient boys in the 
Choir, and a lady of the congregation sent 
those members of the Choir who had been 
most regular in their attendance during the 
summer, for a day to the Zoological Garden. 

The Rector must express his gratification 
at the amount of work that has been done 
in the past year, and at the zeal and liberal- 
ity manifested by the members of the congre- 
gation. And he trusts that each year's report 
will show an increase in numbers, in strength, 
and in good accomplished by the parish. 

'The Rector also desires to make his par- 
ticular acknowledgments to Mr. Richard B. 
Dodson, who has for two winters so kindly 
given his services in training and conducting 
the Choir, and regrets exceedingly that Mr. 
Dodson's departure from the city will deprive 
the Church of his services for the coming 
year.

Е Church is entirely free, по special seat 
being sold, rented or appropriated to any 
one. Every one, whether а stranger or regular 
worshipper, is at liberty to attend any of the 
services and sit in any seat he may prefer, 
which is not occupied at the time. The 
Church depends for ite support entirely upon 
the free-will offerings of the worshippers, 
made through the offertory at the prineipal 
services. Every attendant is expected to 
give aecording to his ability, as a voluntary 
offering, what in another Chureh he would 
pay as pew rent, and to regard his giving as 
anact of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. АП the offer- 
tories, unless otherwise announced, are for 
the support of the Church—the payment of 
salaries, the music, incidental expenses, &c. 
Alms chests are placed in the vestibules of 
the Church to receive offerings for special 
purposes—the poor, missions, improvements, 
&e. 
In order to comply with the charter of the 
Church which prescribes that the Vestry 
shall be elected by those who “have paid two 
consecutive years for а pew or sitting," the 
nominal charge of $1, for an unassigned sitt- 
ing, or $4 for a pew is made, which persons 
desiring to qualify themselves to vote for 
Vestrymen must pay annually to the Warden. 
Since the publication of the last Year 
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Book, the following articles have been pre- 
sented to the Church: А carved black 
walnut Litany desk, pair of brass vases for 
the altar, brass rod for top of altar, 
damask cloth for private communions, piece 
of point lace for stole, material for set of 
linen vestments, of two surplices and set 
of altar linen, violet silk for stole, black 
silk for ditto, four pieces of Valenciennes lace 
for ditto, red velvet mat for brass lectern, 
two ingrain carpets for class-rooms, а large 
number of pieces of carpet for hassocks, 
two hassocks, sixty foot-stools, two silver 
medals for the choir, four knives, twenty- 
five quarts of ice cream, twelve dozen 
Easter eggs and cards, one prayer book, six 
dolls dressed, fifty pounds of cake, twenty- 
five pounds of candy for the festivals, a 
quantity of fruit for Thanksgiving day, 
twelve real palms for Palm Sunday, and 
a number of flowers at different times from 
several members of the congregation, a 
prayer book and hymnal for the chancel, 
seventeen books for the parish and Sunday- 
school libraries, twenty-four copies of At- 
lantic Monthly, twenty. six Living Age, two 
Century Magazine, large number of copies 


of Churchman, Living Church, Register, 


Standard, Youth's Companion, and other 
papers for distribution in the schools, one 
hundred copies of Christmas carols, seventy 
copies of the charter and by-laws of the 
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church, two dozen mite boxes. There was 
also presented to the Rector a silver cup, a 
gold chain some pieces of silver coin, some 
jewels and seven dollars in money to go 
towards making a chalice and paten. If any 
members of the congregation have pieces of 
silver, gold or jewels they would like to con- 
secrate in this way, they can be added to the 
above. 

The remaining parts of the chancel win- 
dow have been ordered from London, and 
are now daily expected. Some $200 is still 
needed to pay for them, 

The Rector wants particularly to thank 
those members of the congregation who 
have subseribed to the tund to provide an 
Assistant Minisier, as it has been the great- 
est personal relief to him, апа has added 
much to the efficiency of the church. 

The Rector is also glad to note a steady 
inerease each year in the amount of the of- 
ferings and in the work done by the congre- 
gation, and he invokes the active interest and 
assistance of all during the new Church 
Year, on which we are entering.

ГГ НЕ Church is entirely free, no special 
Ё seat being sold, rented or appropriated 

to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. The Church depends for its sup- 
port entirely upon the free-will offerings of 
the worshippers, made through the offer tory 
at ihe prineipal services, Every attendant 
is expeeted to give according to his ability, 
às а voluntary offering, what in another 
church he would pay as pew rent, and to 
regard his giving as an act of worship to 
Almighty God, and so to be disehar ged as in 
His sight. All-the offertories, unless other- 
wise announced, are for the support of the 
Church—the payment of salaries, the music, 
incidental expenses, &c. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibules of the Chureh to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, &c. 

In order to comply with the charter of the 
Chureh, which preseribes that the Vestry 
shall be elected by those who ‘‘have paid 
two consecutive years for a pew or sitting," 
the nominal charge of $1, for an unassigned 
sitting, or $4 for a pew is “made, which per- 
sons desiring to vote for Vestrymen must 
pay annually to the Warden. 
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SuNDAY-scHOoL.—lIts sessions are held for 
an hour before the morning service every Sun- 
day in the year, except during July and 
August, and again for a quarter of an hour 
for musical practice in the afternoon before 
the Litany service, at which a special in- 
struction for the children is given by one of 
the clergy. The total collections of the. 
Sunday-school have been $86.81, which мри 
expended as follows: Current expenses о 
the school, $10.55; domestic missions, 
$46.40; chancel window, $24.08. 


pustTRIAL Scnoor.—lIts sessions have 
en held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys drawing and paint- 
ing; the smaller ones cut out and paste 
pictures in scrap books. Twenty-five yards 
of muslin and calico, two dozen handker- 
chiefs, a number of slates, pencils, copy 
books, paints, paper, &c., were donated for 
the work of the school. Money expended, 
$9. 'The girls made fifty pieces of clothing, 
hemed twenty-six handkerchiefs, and pro- 
vided material for sixteen yards of rag car- 
pet.

school, now composed of Indi n girls, 106 in 
number, by resolution of the Board of Man- 
agers, have been placed under the pastoral 
charge of the Rector of this parish. They 
attend the 11 A. M. and 34 P. M. services 
every Sunday. Fifteen were baptized and 
seven confirmed during the year. They are 
all acquiring the English language rapidly, 
and most of them are bright and quick at 
learning what they are taught, and are most 
quiet and reverential in their behavior.

WHE Church is entirely free, no special seat 
è being sold, rented or appropriated to any 
one. Every one, whether a stranger or regu- 
lar worshipper, is at liberty to attend any of the 
services and sit in any seat he may prefer, which 
is not occupied at the time. The Church depends 
for its support entirely upon the free-will offerings 
of the worshippers, made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is expected 
to give according to his ability, as a voluntary offer- 
ing, what in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act of worship 
to Almighty God, and so to be discharged as in 
His sight. All the offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support of the Church—the 
payment of salaries, the music, incidental expenses, 
&c. Alms chests are placed in the vestibule of the 
Church, to receive offerings for special -purposes— 
the poor, missions, improvements, &c. 

In order 10: comply with the charter of the 
Church, which prescribes that the Vestry shall be 
elected by those who “have paid two consecutive 
years for a pew or sitting,” the nominal charge of 
$1 for an unassigned sitting, or $4 for a pew is 
made, which persons desiring to: vote for Vestry- 
inen must pay annually to the Warden, 
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The following articles have been presented to 
the Church during the past year: 

A Brussels carpet and some pieces of stair car- 
pet, 2 wooden stands for flowers, 60 church chairs 
for the Chapel, engraving of St. Cecelia for the 
choir room, 9 games and a backgammon board for 
St. John’s and St. Mary’s Guilds, 2 gold bracelets 
for memorial chalice, illuminated notice card 
framed; mat for choir room, book of record of 
services, do. for offerings, beaten brass base for 
altar cross, pair of gloves for cross-bearer, 300 
copies of directions for communicants, flowers for 
festivals, 1,000 collection cards, 1 dozen palm 
leaf fans, % dozen small fans, a velvet pin cush- 
ion, volume “ English Embroidery,” 6 hymnals 
and 5 prayer books, 70 volumes for Sunday-school 
Library, 76 volumes for Parish Library, Easter 
cards for choir and children of schools, 5 gallons 
of wine for the Holy Communion, 11 dozen 
Easter eggs, 3 knives for best choir boys, 27 
pounds of cake and 175 oranges for Christmas 
festiva, large number of copies of Church, 
Churchinan, Church Press, Living Church, and 
Spirit of Missions. 

Two silver medals were provided for the most 
proficient choir boys. A set of book shelves was 
presented to the Free Church Association. 

A silver gilt and jewelled chalice, in memory 
of the late Miss Kate Parmelee, was presented to 
the Rector. 

Mr. J. Edward Carpenter and Mr. John B. 
Uhle gave their legal services in negotiating the 
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sale of the Church property and the purchase of 
the lot on Broad street, placing mortgage, &c., 
thus saving the Church an expense of some $400. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL.—lts sessions are held for an 
hour every Sunday in the year, except during 
July and August, in the afternoon before the 
Litany service, at which a special instruction for 
the children is given by one of the clergy. The 
total collections of the Sunday:school have been 
$110.56, which was expended as follows: Current 
expenses of the school, $27.92; missions, $73.18; 
chairs for chapel, $15.00. 

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have been 
held every Saturday from November to Easter 
for an hour and a half after morning prayer, 
which the children attend, and after which a 
short instruction is given by one of the clergy. 
The girls are taught sewing and knitting, and the 
boys drawing and painting; the smaller ones cut 
out and paste pictures in scrap books. Money 
expenses, $36.50. The children made 56 pieces 
of clothing, 26 carpet balls, 16 picture books, and 
a crib spread. The picture books, some toys, and 
Io yards of muslin were sent to St. Chrystopher's 
Hospital. 

LINCOLN IwsTITUTION.— The children of this 
School, composed of ro8 Indian girls, continued 
to attend the 11 A. M. and 3.30 P. M. Sunday 
services throughout the winter, 15 were bap- 
tised, 11 confirmed, and 4 buried. Owing to the 
imposibility of accommodating them in the new 
parish building on Broad street, where the Church

services will be held until the new church is 
built, they have now been transferred to St. 
Luke’s parish. 

New Cuurcu.—On June toth, the Vestry, 
with sanction of the ecclesiastical authorities of 
the Diocese, concluded a negotiation for the sale of 
the Church property on Lombard street, and for 
the purchase of a lot on Broad street below 
South, on which it is proposed to erect a new 
church edifice. The reasons inducing the Vestry 
to this action were the great difficulties with 
which the parish has long had to contend in its 
present unfortunate location, and the belief that 
if an attractive edifice can be erected on so 
prominent a position as on Broad street, the 
Church will gain immensely in its strength and 
usefulness. A contract was made for the erection 
of a parish building and laying the foundations of 
the Church, and as soon as sufficient funds are in 
hand the completion of the Church will be pro- 
ceeded with. Some $10,000 more than the funds 
the Vestry have in hand are needed for this pur- 
pose, and it is trusted that all interested in the 
Church will use their utmost exertion to secure 
subscriptions to the Building Fund, The Rector 
has agreed to forego his salary until after the 
payment of the interest on the mortgage on the 
new property, and if each member of the congre- 
gation will make some such sacrifice the amount 
needed can be secured.

one. Every one, whether a stranger or 
regular worshipper, is at liberty to attend any of 
the services and sit in any seat he may prefer, 
which is not occupied at the time. The Church 
depends for its support entirely on the free-will 
offerings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory, at the prin services. Every at- 
tendant is expected to give according to his 
ability, as a voluntary offering, what in another 
church he would pay as pew rent, and to regard 
his giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. All the 
offertories, unless otherwise announced, are for 
the support of the Church—the payment of sal- 
aries, the music, incidental expenses, &c. Alms 
chests are placed in the vestibule of the Church, 
to receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, &с. 


6. Church is entirely free, no special seat 
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In order to comply with the charter of the 
Church, which precribes that the Vestry shall be 
elected by those who “ have paid two consecutive 
years for a pew or sitting,” the nominal charge of 
$1 for an unassigned sitting, or $4 fora pew is 
made, which persons desiring to vote for Vestry- 
men must pay annually to the Warden.

$104.08, of which amount $24.23 was given to 
missions, $51.00 paid for new desks for the school 
and the remainder for ordinary expenses. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have been 
held every Saturday from November to Easter for 
an hour and a half after morning prayer, which 
the children attend, and after which a short in- 
struction is given by one of the clergy. The girls 
are taught sewing and knitting, and the boys 
drawing and painting; the smaller ones cut out 
and paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $46.50. The children sold their work for 
the benefit of the Church, realizing $13.00. 

THE New Cuurcu.—The nave and aisles. of 
the permanent Church were completed and ready 
for use ip December 1886, and were opened with 
an octave of services, consisting of a celebration 
of the Holy Communion each morning, and a ser- 
mon by a special preacher each evening, extending 
from December 11th to the 18th. The chanceland 
tower remain still to be erected, and a mortgage 
of $25,000 on the property to be removed. Spe- 
cial offerings for these objects, in addition to what 
is needed to meet the current expenses of the 
Church are asked from all interested in the 
Parish.

SUNDAY SCHOOL. — It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school, т female and 2 male, 
Bible classes, which have met every Sunday at 
2.30 P. M. The children attending the Litany 
service after the close of the school. The total 
collections of the Sunday school have been 
$75.46 of which amount $18.72 was given to 
missions, $27.00 paid for new books for the Sun- 
day school library and the remainder for ordinary 
expenses. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have been 
held every Saturday from November to Easter for 
an hour and a half after morning prayer, which 
the children attend, and after which a short in- 
struction is given by one of the clergy. The girls 
are taught sewing and knitting, and the boys 
drawing and painting; the smaller ones cut out 
and paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $36.00. The children sent roo pieces 
of clothing thus made, together with groceries 
and $2.60 they collected to the Home for Colored 
Cripple Chiloren. 


BUILDING FuND.— Some small additions to 
this fund have been made during the past year by 
means of collection papers, the amount now on . 
hand being $177.50. 
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CHURCH DEBT.—A circular was issued last 
May to those who had contributed towards the 
building of the church, asking for annual pledges 
for three years towards paying the mortgage on 
the property which falls due in June, 1890. 
Pleciges to the amount of some $3,000 have been 
made, of which $783.24 has been paid in. This 
debt is a great burden upon the parish as $1500 
has to be paid on it every year for interest. 1615 
earnestly hoped that all who can do so will con- 
tribute toward its reduction. 


ENVELOPE SysteM.—The Vestry also adopted 
at the beginning of the present fiscal year, May 
І, 1888, what is known as the envelope system. 
Every person regularly attending the church is 
asked to make a pledge for the amount he will 
contribute towards the support of the church 
weekly or monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are put. 
The pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in no wise interferes with the freedom 
of the seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. The system has resulted 
in largely increasing the income of the church 
during the past summer.

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© HE Church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to апу one. Every one, whether 
a stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in, any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. The Church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. 

Al the  offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support of the Church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 
in the vestibule of the Church, to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, 
missions, improvements, &c. : 
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In order to comply with the charter of the 
Church, which prescribes that the Vestry 
shall be elected by those who “һауе paid 
two consecutive years for a pew or sitting," 
the nominal charge of $1 for an unassigned 
sitting, or $4 for a pew is made, which per- 
sons desiring to vote for Vestrymen must 
pay annually to the Warden.

SunpAy Scnoor.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school, and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday at2.30P. M. Thechildren attending 
service in the Church before, or after the 
close ofthe school The total collections of 
the Sunday school have been $78.37 of which 
amount $27.99 was given to missions, $5.00 
paid for new books for the Sunday school ` 
library, $21.00 for new book case and the 
remainder for ordinary expenses. 

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting and the boys drawing and painting ; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses $38.08. 
The children sent a box of clothing and 
groceries to the home for Destitute Children 


‘on Lombard street. They also sold some of 


their work to the amount of $7.00 which they 
contributed towards the fund for a new organ. 
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BUILDING FUND.—By a generous donation 
of $3,cco from a member of the parish, and 
the receipt of $1,000 from an estate, and by 
some of those who had contributed to the 
Church debt fund transferring their subscrip- 
tions to the Building Fund, the Vestry: were 
enabled early in the spring, to make a con- 
tract for the erection of the Chancel of the 
Church at a cost of something over $7,000, 
all of which was thus provided for. The 
Chancel was duly completed and formally 
opened by the Bishop of the Diocese on the 
last Sunday in September. It is a great im- 
provement to the appearance of the Church 
and adds largely to its seating capacity. 
Articles of furniture and decoration are still 
needed for it, especially a large pipe organ, 
subscriptions for which will be gladly re- 
ceived. 

It is hoped that regular subscriptions for 
reducing the Church debt will also be made. 

PARISH PAPER.—A paper called ‘‘ 77e 
Ascension News’ is published monthly ex- 
cepting in July and August, for the purpose 
of disseminating information in regard to 
the Church and its services. It is distributed 
gratuitously, but parishioners are asked to 
subscribe 50 cents a year each to defray its 
cost.

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6 HE Church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 

ated to any one. Every one, whether 
a stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. The Church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the Church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and . 
system and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor. 

All the  offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support of the Church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
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dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 
in the vestibule of the Church, to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, 
missions, improvements, &c. 

In order to comply with the charter of the 
Church, which prescribes that the Vestry 
shall be elected by those who ‘‘have paid 
two consecutive years for a pew or sitting," 
the nominal charge of $1 for an unassigned 
sitting, or $4 for a pew is made which per- 
sons desiring to vote for Vestrymen must 
pay annually to the Warden, 

Since the publication of the last Vear 
Book a Roosevelt organ, costing over $4,000, 
has been placed in the Church, the pavement 
in front of the Church repaired and extended 
back to the parish building, the ground at 
the south of the Church leveled and sodded, 
stone steps placed at the doors and an iron 
railing extended the full length of the lot. 
To complete the payment for these improve- 
ments over $1,000 is still required.

Easter eggs, large quantity of 
clothing for missionary box and the poor, 
2 Virginia creepers and 400 tickets for parish 
tea. 

The old Bishop's chair, altar rail, cushions 
for same, credence table and choir stalls were 
sent to two churches in Maryland and an old 
large desk prayer book to a Church in New · 
Jersey. 
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Through the exertions of the warden and 
members of St. John’s Guild a set of gym- 
nastic appliances were procured and set up 
in the large school room for the use of the 
Guilds of the parish. 


SUNDAY ScHoor,.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday at 2.30 P. M. The total collections 
of the Sunday school have been $82.19, of 
which amount $26.78 was given to missions, 
$30.00 to the organ fund and the remainder 
for ordinary expenses. 


INDUSTRIAL, SCHOOL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting and the boys drawing and painting; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses $48.89. 
They also sold some of their work to the 
amount of $7.00 which they contributed 
towards the fund for a new organ. 


KINDERGARDEN.—During the coming 
winter a daily kindergarden for children 
between four and seven years old will be held 
in the school building. Ten cents a week 
will be charged for each child. 
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PARISH PAPER.—A paper called “The 
Ascension News’ is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July and August, for the purpose 
of disseminating information in regard to 
the church and its services. Itis distributed 
gratuitously, but parishioners are asked to 
subscribe 50 cents a year each to defray its 
cost. Those who subscribe receive the paper 
by mail. к

The members of this Chapter have regu- 
larly visited all the families whose names 
have been given to them by the clergy and 
conducted a Mothers' Meeting and Women's 
Club.

A large amount of work was done on a 
new white silk altar cloth for the church 
which is not yet completed. A white bro- 
cade silk eucharistic stole was made and 
embroidered for the Rector, an antique em- 
broidered silk maniple turned into a choir 
stole, a plush and satin dosel for Altar; 
white silk centre for same, a linen alb, 2

Every one, whether 
a stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. "The Church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 
Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the Church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom ofthe 
seats. Its objectis to secure regularity and 
system and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. 
АП the offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support ofthe Church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 


©": Church is entirely free, no special 
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dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 
in the vestibule of the Church, to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, 
missions, improvements, &c. 

In accordance with changes in the charter 
of the Church recently adopted by the 
Vestry, and approved by the Convention of 
the Diocese, and which it is expected will 
become legally operative before the next 
Vestry election, every communicant member 
of the Church who contributes to its support 
through the envelope system will be entitled 
to vote for Vestrymen. 

Since the publication of the last Year Book, 
the Church received from an estate a Dona- 
tion of $2,000. This enabled the Vestry to 
pay entirely for the organ and improvements 
made to the Church property, leaving now 
no indebtedness, but the mortgage of 
$25,000. During the last year the interest 
on this has been reduced from six to five per 
. cent, and the privilege has been obtained of 
paying at any time $500, on account of the 
principal. It is of the greatest importance 
that the Church should be relieved of this 
burden. 


The following improvements have been 
made during the year : 

Pavement on Broad Street relaid and 
extended toline of steps, granite steps put to 
doors of the Church, iron railing extended 
the whole length of the lot, flagstone pave- 
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ment laid back to Vestry and Parish building, 
remainder of the ground graded and sodded, 
new wooden fence erected at the back of the 
lot. Three stained glass windows have been 
placed in the apse, representing the Cruci- 
fixion, Resurrection and Ascension of Christ, 
and two in the clerestory, representing the 
figures of 8. John and 8. James, a mitre 
carved in stone has been placed over the 
Bishop’s seat in the sanctuary, a carved oak 
shelf in the baptistry, and a banner closet 
erected in the choir room. The following 
articles have been presented to the Church : 
a brass and jeweled altar cross, a cut glass 
cruet, glass inkstand for Vestry, 28 book 
racks for pews, altar service book with gold 
cross in cover, 9 red plush kneeling hassocks, 
piece of damask for altar, 3 pictures and 3 
illuminated texts framed, record book for 
services, 1 doz. palm leaf fans, 17 palms for 
Palm Sunday, 5 gallons of Catawba wine, 149 
books for parish and Sunday School libraries, 
15 bound volumes of ‘‘Church Times," 9 do. 
“London News," 8 other magazines, large 
quanity of Church papers and magazines 
unbound, 2 white and gold plates, two 
cups and saucers, granite iron dishpan, silver 
plated coffeepot and teapot, 2 doz. cups 
and saucers, and 2 doz. plates for Guild 
closet, crate of strawberries, coffee, tea, sugar, 
buns, cake, fruit, &c., for parish entertain- _ 


‚ ments, 3 flower bushes, 400 tickets for parish 
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tea, and large number of colored Easter 
eggs. 


SUNDAY ScHoor.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday at 3.00 Р. М. ‘The total 
collections of the Sunday school have been 
$94.13, of which amount $30.00 was given to 
missions, $30.86 was used for the purchase 
of new books, and the remainder for the 
expenses of the school. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOr.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys drawing and painting; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses, $32.30. 


KINDERGARDEN.—During the winter a 
kindergarden is held each day except Satur- 
day from 9 A. М. to noon, in the school 
building, for children between four and 
seven yearsold. Теп cents a week is charged 
for each child. 


PARISH PAPER.—A paper called “Tke 
Ascension News” is published monthly, ex- 
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cept in July and August, for the purpose of 
disseminating information in regard to the 
church and its services. It is distributed 
gratuitously, but parishioners are asked to 
subscribe 50 cents a year each to defray its 
cost. ‘Those who subscribe receive the paper 
by mail.

Every one, whether 
a stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. The Church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as anact of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the Church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra, envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support ofthe Church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 


T Church is entirely free, no special 
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in the vestibule of the Church to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, mis- 
sions, improvements, &c. 

Inaccordance with changes in the charter 
of the Church recently adopted by the Ves- 
try, approved by the Convention of the Dio- 
cese, and which have now become legally 
operative, every communicant member of 
the Church who contributes to its support 
through the envelope system is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

Since the publication of the last Year Book, 
the Church received from the estate of the 
late Mr. Benjamin Johnson, a legacy amount- 
ing to $9525. This has been securely in- 
vested in ground rents, and in accordance 
with the terms of the bequest the principal 
is always to bekept intact, and the interest 
to be used ''first in obtaining a suitable 
metal lamp, to be suspended over or in front 
of the Altar, in which shall be kept an arti- 
ficial light burning perpetually day and night, 
and the remainder of the income is to be 
used towards the general expenses of the 
Church, other than the Rector’s salary and 
any funded debt." The first interest from this 
fund will become due next March, after 
which the lamp will be purchased and hung 
in position. 

The following articles have been presented 
to the Church during the past year: A brass 
and wooden font cover,erected as a memorial, 
117 books for Parish and Sunday School li- 
braries, box of Altar candles, pieces of do, 
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two Church Kalendars, articles for Christ- 
mas tree,iarge wooden cross, agate and silver 
do, photograph of the Rev. Samuel Cox, a 
former Rector of the Church, damask table 
cloth for Guild closet, 2 gross of lead pen- 
cils, 2 reams of foolscap paper, rubbers, 12 
large tablets of writing paper for night 
school, comb for choir room, quantity of 
goods for missionary box, clothing for poor, 
oranges for Christmas festival, flowers for 
Easter, 2 doz. Easter eggs, basket of meats, 
vegetables, groceries and other donations 
for six families, quantity of cake for festivals, 
10 Chinese lanterns, 2 large terra cotta vases, 
lot of magazines for Guild room, 5 yards 
carpet for sacristy. 

The Church has presented the wooden 
lectern and large lectern Bible formerly in 
use, tothe new Mission at Norwood, Del. 
Co. 


SUNDAY Scuoor,—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday at3.00 P. M. The total collections 
ofthe Sunday School have been $68.50, of 
which amount $34.00 was given to missions, 
$34.50 was used for the expenses of the 
school. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—lIts sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
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which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys drawing and painting; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses, $53.52. 


NiGHT ScHoor.—A school was also held 
on Thursday nights, from February to 
June in which were taught writing, arith- 
metic, stenography, &c. Teachers, 10 male, 
3 female, scholars, 150 ; average attendance, 
70; expenses, $25.87. A portion of the 
evenings was occupied by an entertainment 
or instructive lecture. 


KINDERGARTEN.—During the Winter а 
kindergarten is held each day except Satur- 
day from 9 A. М. to noon, in the school 
building, for children between four and 
seven years old. Ten cents a week ischarged 
for each child. 


PARISH PAPER.—A paper called “The

C seat being sold, rented, or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether 
a stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, whichis not occupied at 
the time. The Church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worshipto Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 
Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the Church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. i 
All the offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support òf the Church . 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 


-dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 
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їп {һе vestibule of the Church to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, mis- 
sions, improvements, &c. . 


In accordance with the charter of the 
Church, every communicant member of the 
Church who contributes to its support 
through the envelope system is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen.

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented, or appropri- 


atedto anyone. Every one, whether 
astranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. The church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers made through the offertory, at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability, as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. 

All the offertories. unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed 
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їп the vestibule of the church to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, mis- 
sions, improvements, &c. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every communicant member of the 
church .who contributes to its support 
through the envelope system is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past year: 4o 
New Hutchin's Hymnals for the choir, 32 
New Hymnals for the church, 2 small 
prayers for the chancel, 15 volumes for 
Sunday School library, 20 vols. for Parish 
library, soundiug board for punch bag. and 
buck for gymnasium, photograph of Rev. 
Henry M. Stuart, a former Rector of the 
parish, 2 carpets, piece of brussels carpet for 
kneeling hassocks, 2 do, and a meat chopper, 
4 doz. palm leaf fans, large quantity of maga- 
zines, dolls, cakes, buns. tea, bread, butter, 
cream &c., for festivals, 3 doz. silk and cloth 
caps for choir, loan of sewing machine. 


SUNDAY ScHoor.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school, and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during two summer months, 
at 3.00 P. M. The total collections of the 
Sunday School have been £83.79. which was 
used for the expenses of the school. $66.59 
was collected by the scholars during Lent 
and was given to domestic missions. 
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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting. and the boys drawing and painting; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses, $32.07. 


KINDERGARTEN.—During the winter a 
kindergarten was held each day except Sat- 
urday from 9 A. M. to noon, in the school 
building, for children between four and seven 
years old. Теп cents a week was charged 
for each child. 


PARISH PAPER.—A paper called ‘‘ The 
Ascension News” is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July and August, for the purpose of 
disseminating information in regard to the :

The members of this Chapter have regu- 
larly visited all the families whose names 
have been given to them by the clergy, and 
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conducted a Mother’s Meeting. Work was 
regularly given out on Friday evenings dur- 
ing the winter to some 34 women, and also 
materials sold at cost prices. Some 505 gar- 
ments were sold at low figures to members 
of the meeting, or given away to those who 
could not afford to buy them.

HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated 
toanyone. Everyone, whether a stran- 

ger or regular worshipper, is at liberty to 
attend any of the services and sit in any seat 
he may prefer, which is not occupied at the 
time. The church depends for its support 
entirely on the free-will offerings of the wor- 
shippers made through the offertory, at the 
principal services. Every attendant is expected 
to give according to his ability, as a voluntary 
offering, what in another church he would pay 
as pew rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, and 
the Warden provides him with envelopes in 
which his offerings are put. The pledge can 
be altered or withdrawn at any time and in no 
wise interferes with the freedom of the seats. 
Its object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes are 
also provided for various benevolent purposes 
which can be returned at any time during the 
year, at the convenience of the donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed in the 
vestibule of the church to receive offerings for 
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special purposes—the poor, missions, improve- 
ments, &c. 

In accordance with the charter of the church, 
every one who has been a communicant mem- 
ber of the church for a year, and who has con- 
tributed to its support through the envelope 
system, is entitled to vote for Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church will be 
found forms for subscription and also extra 
envelopes for different purposes for all who may 
desire to use them. 

The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past year: Two 
stained glass memorial windows for the chancel, 
one representing Christ going forth to conquer 
(Rey. vi), and the other His second coming in 
glory ; one do. for the clere-story, representing 
the Archangel Michael ; stone stand for lectern, 
wardrobe for parish building, wooden rack for 
envelopes’ and cards, plate glass in oak frame 
for Vestry room, engraving of the Ecce Homo 
for do., % doz. towels for do., pint of Com- 
munion wine, six canvas bags for collections, 
pieces of wood for wood carving class in Indus- 
trial School, 125 volumes for Parish and Sunday 
School Libraries, large number of illustrated 
papers and magazines for do., large number of 
fancy articles for fair, and of cake, coffee, teas, 
sugar, flowers, ete., for Parish and Musical Teas. 

Shortly after Easter a number of the ladies 
of the parish issued invitations to a Musical 
Tea in the Stratford Hotel, for the benefit of 
the mortgage debt fund. A number of promi- 
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nent musicians volunteered their services, and 
simple refreshments were served. A table of 
fancy articles was also furnished, and a sale 
was afterwards held in the parish building. 
The effort resulted in raising over $1200, which, 
with some contributions made for the purpose, 
enabled the Vestry to reduced the mortgage on 
the church $1500. A resolution was passed 
by the Vestry at their regular meeting in May, 
returning their thanks to the ladies for their 
efforts on behalf of the church. 


SUNDAY ScHOOL.—lIt has consisted of the 
main school, infant school, and male and female 
Bible classes, which have met every Sunday 
except during two summer months, at 3.00 
P. M. The total collections of the Sunday 
School have been $62.95, which was used for 
the expenses of the school. $89.33 was col- 
lected by the scholars during Advent and Lent, 
and was given to domestic and foreign missions. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have been 
held every Saturday from November to Easter 
for an hour and a half after morning prayer, 
which the children attend, and after which a 
short instruction is given by one of the clergy. 
The girls are taught sewing and knitting, and 
the boys drawing and painting ; the smaller 
ones cut out and paste pictures in scrap books. 
Money expenses, $30.24. 


PARISH PAPER.—A paper called ‘‘ The As- 
cension News” is published monthly, except in 
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July and August, for the purpose of dissemi- 
nating information in regard to the church and 
its services. It is distributed gratuitously, 
but parishioners are asked to subscribe 50 cents 
a year each to defray its cost. Those who sub- 
scribe receive the paper by mail.

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which were sent to clergymen in Minnesota, 
Tennesee, Wisconsin and New Hampshire, and 
a student in the General Theological Seminary. 
They contained several partly worn cloaks 
lined with fur, shawls, sacques, wraps for sum- 
mer wear, set of furs, dresses new and partly 
worn, hosiery, underwear, clerical suit, cloak, 
hat, gloves, collars, cuffs, handkerchiefs, several 
suits of clothing, a number of articles for the 
house, pillow cases, towels, napkins, 4 pounds 
of tea, canned fruits, candies, table cloths, 
glassware, a few fancy and useful articles for 
the table, two boxes of millinery goods for 
summer and winter, an overcoat and some 
other partly worn clething still in excellent 
condition. A box of children’s clothing was 
sent by one of the classes of the Sunday School 
to the Italian Mission, valued at $10.00. The 
total value of boxes was $305.00.

REPORT. 


The members of this Chapter have regularly 
visited all the families whose names have been 
given to them by the clergy, and conducted a 
Mothers’ Meeting. Work was regularly given 
out on Friday evenings during the winter to 
some 30 women, and also materials sold at cost 
prices.

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated 
toanyone. Everyone, whether astran- 

ger or regular worshipper, is at liberty to 
attend any of the services and sit in any seat 
he may prefer, which is not occupied at the 
time. The church depends for its support 
entirely on the free-will offerings of the wor- 
shippers made through the offertory, at the 
principal services. Every attendant is ex- 
pected to give according to his ability, as a 
voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 


Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they cancount. Extraenvelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent pur- 
poses which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are forthe support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
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expenses, &c. Alms chests are placed in the 
vestibule of the church to receive offerings 
for special purposes—the poor, missions, 
improvements, &с. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a communi- 
cant member of the church for a year, and 
who has contributed to its support through 
the envelope system, is entitled to vote for 
Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church will 
be found forms for subscription and also 
extra envelopes for different purposes for all 
who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past year: A 
stained glass clere-story window representing 
S. Luke, two seven-branch brass candle 
sticks for altar, 2 boxes of candles for altar, 
mirror for choir room, 100 new Hymnals for 
the church, two large Bibles апа a number 
of prayer books, 18 volumes for the Sunday 
School library, red silk book marker with 
crosses, pen wiper for sacristy, 3 dozen large 
palm leaf fans, 3 dozen small do., large 
number of church and illustrated papers and 
magazines, large amount of cake, coffee, 
tea, sugar, flowers, etc., for Parish and 
Mothers’ Meeting Teas. 


SuNnDAY ScHOor,.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school, and male and 
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female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday except during two summer months, 
at 3.00 P. M. The total collections of the 
Sunday School have been $76.09, which was 
used for the expenses of the school. $62.96 
was collected by the scholars during Lent, and 
was given to domestic and foreign missions. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys drawing and painting; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses, $36.20.

The members of this Chapter have regu- 
larly visited all the families whose names 
have been given to them by the clergy, and 
conducted a weekly Mothers’ Meeting. 
Work was regularly given out on Wednesday 
evenings during the winter to some 20 women, 
and also materials sold at cost prices. Some 
309 garments were sold at low prices to mem- 
bers of the meeting, or given away to those 
who could not afford to buy them.

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THE church is entirely free, no special seat 

being sold, rented or appropriated to any- 
one. Every one, whether a stranger or regular 
worshipper, is at liberty to attend any of the ser- 
vices and sit in any seat he may prefer, which is 
not occupied at the time, The church depends 
for its support entirely on the free-will offerings of 
the worshippers, made through the offertory, at 
the principal services, Every attendant is ex- 
pected to give according to his ability as a volun- 
tary offering, what in another church he would 
pay as pew rent, and to regard his giving as an 
act of worship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight, 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for the 
amount he will contribute towards the support of 
the church, weekly or monthly, and the Warden 
provides him with envelopes in which his offer- 
ings are put. The pledge can be altered or with- 
drawn at any time and in no wise interferes with 
the freedom of the seats, Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the Vestry to 
know on what income they can count, Extra 
envelopes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise announced, 
are for the support of the church—the payment 
of salaries, the music, incidental expenses, etc. 
Alms chests are placed in the vestibule of the 
church to receive offerings for special purposes— 
the poor, missions, improvements, etc. 
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In accordance with the charter of the church, 
every one who has been a communicant member 
of the church for a year, and who has contributed 
to its support through the envelope system, is 
entitled to vote for Vestrymen, 

In arack near the door of the church will be 
found forms for subscription and also extra enyel- 
opes for different purposes for all who may desire 
to use them. 

The following articles have been presented to 
the church during the past year: An altar book in 
memory of a deceased member, 56 prayer books 
for the congregation, box of medicine, four large 
photographs for the Guild room, pieces of carpet 
for hassocks, forty-seven volumes for Parish and 
Sunday School Library, and large numbers of 
magazines and illustrated papers, cake, coffee, 
tea, sugar, fruit, etc., for the Parish Tea and other 
festivals. 


SUNDAY ScHooL.—It has consisted of the Main

Home and the Lying-in Hospital, the material 
being provided. 11 tons of coal were given out, 
5 Thanksgiving dinners were provided for the 
members of the Meeting by the girls of Miss 
Anable’s school, and 15 by the Committee. Dur- 
ing Lent weekly suppers were given; others were 
helped with their house rent or temporary loans in 
cases of necessity. $50 was paid towards the 
admission of a member of the Parish to the House 
of Rest for the Aged, and $15 for the burial of 
the husband of one of the members. of the 
Meeting. Total amount expended, $354.14. 

The ladies of this Chapter gave a very successful 
parlor fair in aid of its work, by which they 
realized $356.48. 

Offerings for this work may be placed in the 
alms box for the poor in the vestibule of the 
church or handed to the ladies in charge of the 
Mothers’ Meeting, and partially worn or cast-off 
clothing of any description can be sent to the 
church any day during the week.

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated 
{о апу one. Every one,whether a stran- 
ger or regular worshipper, is at liberty to 
attend any of the services and sit in any seat 
he may prefer, which is not occupied at the 
time. The church depends for its support 
entirely on the free-will offerings of the wor- 
shippers made through the offertory, at the 
principal services. Every attendant is ex- 
pected to give according to his ability, as a 
voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support.of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
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expenses, etc. Alms chests are placed in the 
vestibule of the church to receive offerings 
for special. purposes—the poor, missions, 
improvements, etc. 


In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a communi- 
cant member of the church fora year, and 
who has contributed to its support through 
the envelope system, is entitled to vote for 
Vestrymen. 


In a rack near the door of the church will 
be found forms for subscription and also 
extra envelopes for different purposes for all 
who may desire to use them. 


The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past year: Two 
brass memorial tablets for the exterior of 
the church, giving hours of services, etc.,

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated 
toany one. Every one,whether a stran- 

ger or regular worshipper, is at liberty to 
attend any of the services and sit in any seat 
he may prefer, which is not occupied at the 
time. The church depends for its support 
entirely on the free-will offerings of the wor- 
shippers, made through the offertory, at the 
principal services. Every attendant is ex- 
pected to give according to his ability, as a 
voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty God, 
and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in nowise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any time 
during the year, at the convenience of the 
donor. 


All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
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expenses, etc. Alms chests аге placed in the 
vestibule of the church to receive offerings 
for special purposes—the poor, missions, 
improvements, etc. 


In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a communi- 
cant member of the church for a year, and 
who has contributed to its support through 
the envelope system, is entitled to vote for 
Vestrymen. 


Ina rack near the door of the church will 
be found, forms for subscription and also 
extra envelopes for different purposes for all 
who may desire to use them. 


The following articles have been presented 
tothe church during the past WA Singer 
sewing machine, two Welsbach burners for 
the Guild-room, a new filter for the Vestry 
room, a memorial mother of pearl baptismal 
shell with silver mountings, 94 bound 
volumes for the parish library, 29 for the 
Sunday school library, and a large number 
of magazines and illustrated papers; cake 
coffee, tea, sugar, fruit, etc., for the parish 
tea and other festivals. 


During the Peace Jubilee a stand was 
erected along the street front of the church, 
by which $633 was cleared above expenses. 
This money was used to tile all the aisles 
and the vestibule of the church. 
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By the death of Mrs Augustus Pleasonton 
the church came into a portion of thelegacy 
leftto it, by her daughter Miss Julia A. 
Pleasonton, amounting to nearly $12,000. 
‘This was used to pay off all the floating debt 
ofthe parish and $9,000 of the mortgage 
debt, and $1,000 was set aside as a reserve 
fund, for use during the summer months, in 
which the receipts for current expenses are 
very small. 


A handsome marble and brass memorial 
tablet was erected to the memory of Miss 
Pleasonton, on the west aisle wall of the 
church. 


SUNDAY ScHooL.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during two summer months, 
at2.30 P. M. The total collections of the 
Sunday School have been $135.53, of which 
$67.12 was used for the expenses of the 
school, and $68.41 was collected by the 
scholars during Lent, and given to domestic 
and foreign missions ; 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
theclergy. The girls are taught sewing and 
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knitting, and the boys drawing and painting; 
the smaller ones cut out and paste pictures 
in scrap books. Money expenses, $21.71. 


PARISH PAPER.—A paper called “ The 
Ascension News" is published monthly, 
except in July and August, for the purpose 
of disseminating information in regard to 
the church and itsservices. Itis distributed 
gratuitously, but parishioners are asked to 
subscribe 50 cents a year each to defray its 
cost. Those who subscribe receive the paper 
by mail. 


NEEDS OF THE PARISH.— Payment of 
mortgage debt, increase of the endowment, 
completion of the church building, enlarg- 
ment of the Parish building, marble altar, 
rood screen, additional stained glass win- 
dows, etc.

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THE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated 
toanyone. Everyone, whethera stranger or 
regular worshipper, is at liberty to attend 
any of the services and sit in any seat he may 
prefer, which is not occupied at thetime. The 
church depends for its support entirely on 
the free-will offerings of the worshippers, 
made through the offertory at the principal 
services. Every attendant is expected to 
give according to his ability as a voluntary 
offering, what in another church he would 
pay as pew rent, and to regard his giving as 
an act of worship to Almighty God, and so 
to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevolent

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
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expenses, etc. Alms chests are placed in the 
vestibule of the church to receive offerings 
for special purposes—the poor, missions, 
improvements, etc. 


In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, and 
who has contributed to its support through 
the envelope system, is entitled to vote for 
Vestrymen. 


In a rack near the door of the church will 
be found forms for subscriptions and also 
extra envelopes for different purposes for all 
who may desire to use them. 


The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past year: A lot in 
Mt. Moriah cemetery, for the burial of the 
poor of the parish, a brass baptismal ewer, 
pair of glass altar cruets, 30 copies of 
Hutchins’ hymnal for the choir, Litany 
book, six bottles of dexterine, remaking 
and setting of the Christmas rood screen, 
two gallons gypsum and two brushes, quan- 
tity of medicines for the poor, dye for 
Easter eggs, photographs for Holy Week 
aud Easter, volumes for parish and Sunday- 
school library, and large numbers of maga- 
zines and illustrated papers, cake, coffee, tea 
sugar, fruit, etc., for the Parish Tea and 
other festivals. 
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Through the contributions of some per- 
sons not connected with the parish, a bronze 
drinking fountain has been placed on the 
outside of the church to supply pure filtered 
water to passers on the street. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday except during four summer months, 
at 2.30 P.M. During the summer a chil- 
dren’s service was held every Sunday at 9.30 
A.M. A picnic and regular weekly outings 
were provided for the scholars during the 
summer. The total collections of the Sun- 
day-school have been $165.75, of which 
$65.95 was collected by the scholars during 
Lent, and given to domestic and foreign 
missions. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
which a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing 
and knitting, and the boys drawing and 
painting; the smaller ones cut out and paste 
eat in scrap books, Money expenses,

ASCENSION CADETS.—A brigade for the 
young men of the parish. Regular drills 
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were held during the winter, and a camp in 
the summer; numbers 30. 


PARISH PAPER.—A paper called ‘‘7he 
Ascension News” is published monthly, 
except in July and August, for the purpose 
of disseminating information in regard to 
the church and itsservices. Itisdistributed 
gratuitously, but parishioners are asked to 
subscribe 50 cents a year each to defray its 
cost. Those who subscribe receive the 
paper by mail.

seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to anyone. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied at 
the time. The church depends for its sup- 
port entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshippers, made through the offertory at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability as a 
voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty 
God, and so to be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with envelopes 
in which his offerings are put. The pledge 
can be altered or withdrawn at any time and 
in no wise interferes with the freedom of the 
seats. Its object is to secure regularity and 
system, and to enable the Vestry to know on 
what income they can count. Extra envel- 
opes are also provided for various benevo- 
lent purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
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dental expenses, ete. Alms chests are placed 
in the vestibule of the church to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, 
missions, improvements, ete. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, and 
who has contributed to its support through 
the envelope system, is entitled to yote for 
Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church will 
be found forms for subscriptions and also 
extra envelopes for different purposes for all 
who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past year: A stone 
and marble carved mural tablet erected to 
the memory of the late Senicr Warden of 
the parish, Mr. James Edward Carpenter, a 
marble and brass mural tablet to the mem- 
ory of the accounting Warden, Mr. Chas. E. 
Bonnet, 75 prayer books and 75 hymnals, 
10 copies of Hutchins’ hymnal for the choir, 
a number of volumes for parish and Sunday- 
school libraries and a large number of mag- 
azines and illustrated papers, cake, coffee, 
tea, sugar, fruit. ete.. for the Parish Tea 
and other festivals. 

The Fountain Society of the city placed a 
bronze drinking fountain for horses, dogs 
and eats in front of the church on Broad 


street.

SuNDAY-sCHOOL.—lt has consisted of the 
main school, infant sehool and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday except during four summer months, 
at 2.30 P. M. During the summer a chil- 
dren’s service was held every Sunday at 9.30 
A. M. A picnic and regular weekly outings 
were provided for the scholars during the 
summer. The total collections of the Sun- 
day-school have been $226.73, of which $86 
was collected by the scholars during Lent, 
and given to domestic and foreign missions. 

INDUSTRIAL ScHoor.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November to 
Easter for an hour and a half after morning 
prayer, which the children attend, and after 
whien a short instruction is given by one of 
the clergy. The girls are taught sewing 
and knitting. and the boys drawing and 
painting; the smaller ones cut out and paste 
pictures in scrap books. Money expenses, 
$65.23. 

ASCENSION  CADETS.—A brigade for the 
young men of the parish.

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HE church is entirely free, no. special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated 
to anyone. Everv one, whether a stranger 
or regular worshiper, is at liberty to attend 
any of the services and sit in any seat he 
may prefer, which is not occupied at the 
time. The church depends for its support 
entirely on the free-will offerings of the 
worshipers, made through the offertory at 
the principal services. Every attendant is 
expected to give according to his ability as 
a voluntary offering, what in another church 
he would pay as pew rent, and to regard his 
giving as an act of worship to Almighty 
God, and so to be discharged as in His sight, 
Each person is asked to make a pledge for 
the amount he will contribute towards the 
support of the church, weekly or monthly, 
and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. ‘The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in no wise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 
Vestry to know on what income thev can 
count. Extra envelopes are also provided 
for the various benevolent purposes, which 
can be returned at any time during the year, 
at the convenience of the donor, 
All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support, of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
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dental expenses, etc. Alms chests are placed 
in the vestibule of the church to receive 
offerings for special purposes—the poor, 
missions, improvements, etc. 


In a rack near the door of the church will 
be found forms for subscriptions and also 
extra envelopes for different purposes for 
all who may desire to use them. 


In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, and 
who has contributed to its support through 
the envelope system, is entitled to vote for 
Vestrymen. 


The following articles have been presented 
to the church during the past уеаг: A 
clerestory stained-glass window, with figure 
of S. Andrew, presented bv the members 
of the S. Andrew Brotherhood Bible Class, 
six iron tall funeral candle sticks, a sewing 
machine for the ladies’ work room, a clock 
for the Vestry, a rag carpet for Bible Class 
room, a bulletin board, a large prayer book 
for the sanctuary, several prayer books and 
hymnals for the church, copies of Hutchins 
hymnal for the choir, a number of volumes 
for parish and Sunday-school libraries, and 
a large number of magazines and illustrated 
papers, cake, coffee, tea, sugar, fruit, etc., 
for the Parish Tea and other festivals, and 
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a great quantity of articles of all descrip- 
tions for the Bazaar. 


SunpAy-scHooL.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school ang male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday except during four summer months, 
at 2.30 P.M. During the summer a chil- 
dren’s service was held every Sunday at 9.30 
A.M. A picnic and a number of outings 
were provided for the scholars during the 
summer. "The total collections of the Sun- 
day-school have been $201.63, of which 
$51.82 was collected by the scholars during 
Lent, and given to domestic and foreign 
missions. 


INpvusTRIAL ScHoor.—[ts sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November 
to Easter for an hour and a half after morn- 
ing prayer, which the children attend, and 
after which a short instruction is given by 
one of the clergy. The, girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $20. 


Ascension CapETs.—AÀ brigade for the 
young men of the parish, constituting the 
Junior Brotherhood of S. Andrew. Regu- 
lar drills were held during the winter, and 
a camp in the summer; numbers 30.

REPORT 


'The members of this Chapter have regu- 
larly visited all the fanrlies whose names 
have been given to them by the Clergy, and 
conducted a weekly Mothers’ Meeting.

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to anyone. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liber- 
ty to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or with- 
drawn at any time and in no wise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benev- 
olent purposes, which can be returned at 
any time during the year, at the conveni- 
ence of the donor. 

АП the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
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nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, in- 
cidental expenses, etc. “Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church, to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled 
to vote for Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 
25 pieces of ingrain carpet for the -Sun- 
day school, brass light and candle ex- 
tinguishers for the altar, blotter for 
Vestry room table, large silk U. S. flag, 
small silk U. S. flag, 2 framed pictures for 
Sunday-school room, a number of volumes 
for Parish and Sunday-school libraries and 
a large number of magazines and illustrated 
papers, cake, coffee, tea, sugar, fruit, etc., 
for the Parish Tea and other festivals. 

Sunpay ScnHooi.—[It has consisted of 
the main school, infant school and male 
and female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday except during four summer 
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months, at 2.30 P. M. During the sum- 
mer a children's service was held every 
Sunday at 9.30 A. M. A picnic and a 
number of outings were provided for the 
scholars during the summer. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $171.12, of which $47.99 was 
collected by the scholars during Lent, and 
given to a foreign mission. 


INDUSTRIAL, ScuHoor.—lIts sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November 
to Easter for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children at- 
tend, and after which a short instruction 
is given by one of the clergy. The girls 
are taught sewing and knitting, and the 
boys drawing and painting; the smaller 
ones cut out and paste pictures in scrap 
books. Money expenses, $16.95. 


Ascenston CapETs.—A brigade for the. 
young men of the parish, constituting the 
Junior Brotherhood of St. Andrew. Reg- 
ular drills were held during the winter, 
and a camp in the summer; numbers 30.

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THE church is entirely free, no special 

seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated tc anyone. Every one, whether a 
strange: or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or witn- 
drawn at any time and in no wise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor. 

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
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tiounced, ate for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, in- 
cidental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 
I dozen long wax candles for the altar, 
cut glass stopper for cruet, 175 pounds of 
candy for Christmas festival, 250 boxes for 
the same, barrel of toys, books, clothing, 
etc., I5 boxes of candy, iron bedstead and 
mattress, a number of volumes for Parish 
and Sunday School libraries and a large 
number of magazines and illustrated papers, 
cake, coffee, tea, sugar, fruit, etc., for the 
Parish Tea and other festivals. 

A white silk altar cloth and chalice veil 
and burse, belonging to the church, were 
presented to a mission. 

Sunpay ScHoorL—lIt has consisted of 
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the main school, infant school and male 
and female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday except during four summer 
months, at 2.45 P. M., followed by a chil- 
dren's service at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and a 
number of outings were provided for the 
scholars during the summer. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $126.74, of which $27.92 was 
collected by the scholars during Lent, and 
given to a foreign mission. 

INDUSTRIAL ScHoor.—lIts sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November 
to Easter for an hour and a half aíter 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $11.00. 

Parsa  PAPER.—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July and August, for the purpose 
of disseminating information in regard to 
the church and its services. It is distrub- 
‘uted gratuitously, but parishioners ‘are 
asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each to 
defray. its cost. Those who subscribe re- 
ceive the paper by mail. , 

PAYMENT or DEBT.—A. speecial effort was 
made during the year to pay off the entire 
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indebtedness of the parish, in commemora- 
tion of the completion of the twenty-fifth 
year of the Rector’s connections with the 
parish. 

A committee, composed of men and 
women of the parish, was appointed, which 
distributed a circular issued by the Vestry, 
asking for contributions for the same from 
all the present and former members of the 
parish, as far as they could be found, and 
all interested in it. The effort has been 
very successful, $8,000 being subscribed up 
to date: $6,500 has been paid on account 
of the mortgage and $600 on account of the 
floating debt. The Rector returns his sin- 
cere thanks to all who have taken part in 
this movement, and trusts that the remain- 
ing sum may be received during the coming 
winter, that the church may be finally con- 
secrated—which cannot be done until it is 
out of debt—on next Ascension day. 

NEEDS or THE ParisH.—Payment of the 
remainder of the mortgage debt, increase of 
the endowment, completion of the church 
building, enlargement of the parish build- 
ing, marble altar, rood screen, additional 
stained glass windows, etc. 

A church situated as ours is needs a 
larger equipment to do its work among the 

oor, and should be endowed to provide for 
its continuance in a neighborhood from 
which the better classes are removing.

Work was regularly given out on Wednes- 
day evenings during the winter, consisting 
of material obtained from some of the hos- 
pitals, which the women made up. Five hun- 
dred and ten pieces were made for the 
Episcopal and Children’s Hospitals, the 
Western Home for Children and the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society. This work usually is 
paid for, but this year few payments were 
made, the members contributing toward the 
church debt. Nine tons of coal were given 
out, and a number of dinners provided for 
the women and their families. A large 
number of garments, pairs of shoes, hats, 
eggs, beef tea, fruit, and medicine, were 
given to the more needy members of the 
Meeting. A number of teas and entertain- 
ments. were given for the members 
of the Meeting, also two expeditions 
into the country in the summer. And 
some young girls, children and grown 
people were sent on visits to the 
country. A small hamper of flowers was 
received: weekly from June to October, also 
milk and rice from the Flower Mission. 
Some were helped with their house rent or 
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tetnpofaty loans in cases of necessity. Total 
amount expended, $260.62. ; 
Offerings for this work may be placed 
in the alms box for the poor in the vesti- 
bule of the church or handed to the ladies 
in charge of the Mothers’ Meeting, and 
partially worn or cast-off clothing of any 
desctiption can be sent to the church any 
dav during the week. i

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T HE church is entirely free, no special 

seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to anyone. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty’ 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or witn- 
drawn at any time and in no wise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor.

All the offertories, unless otherwise ап- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, in- 
cidental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 
I dozen long wax candles for the altar, 
silver ciborium and glass cruet for the altar, 
2 worked worsted mats for sanctuary, large 
mat for vestibule of the church, a nickel 
plated gas stove, writing pad for vestry 
table, hatrack and mirror, 3 dozen palm-leaf 
fans, 250 mnnila envelopesfor Sunday-school 
cards, several painted notices of Mission ser- 
vices, тоо bouquets of flowers for the chil- 
dren of the Sunday-school, 200 pounds 
of candy for Christmas festival and 
boxes for the same, large box of toys, 
books, clothing, etc., 145 volumes for Parish 
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and Sunday School libraries and a large 
number of magazines and illustrated papers, 
cake, coffee, tea, sugar, fruit, etc., for the 
Parish Tea and other festivals. 

The church was decorated with palms by 
a former member of the church on the Rec- 
tor’s twenty-fifth anniversary, the tiles in 
aisles of the church were repaired and part 
of the carpentering work in improving the 
Parish building were done gratuitously. 

Sunpay ScHoor.—It has consisted of 
the main school, infant school and male 
and female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday except during four summer 
months, at 2.45 P. М., followed by a chil- 
dren's service at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and a 
number of outings were provided for the 
scholars during the summer. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $155.39. of which $29.79 was 
collected by the scholars during Lent, and 
given to a foreign mission. 

IwpusTRIAL ScHooL.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November 
to Easter for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $15.50. 
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Parish РАРЕЕ—А paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July and August, for the purpose 
of disseminating information in regard to 
the church and its services. It is distrib- 
uted gratuitously, but parishioners are 
asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each to 
defray its cost. Those who subscribe re- 
ceive the paper by mail. 

PAYMENT OF DEBT AND CONSECRATION 
OF THE CHURCH.—The most notable event 
in our parish history during the past year 
has been the extinguishment of the mort- 
gage on our property and the consecration 
of the church. The entire sum of $12.000 
asked for from the congregation last year was 
raised, which not only paid the entire funded 
debt of the parish, but enabled the vestry to 
thoroughly repair and to improve the parish 
Building. i 

The church was duly consecrated—being 
at last free from debt—on February 8, 1906, 
by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese, 
assisted by the Bishop of Pittsburg anda 
large number of clergy, all of whom were 


: afterwards entertained at lunch in the Parish 


building. 

The Rector extends his most hearty thanks 
to each and every one in the parish who con- 
tributed towards attaining this result. And 
now that the church is free from debt it 
ought to be easier for us to support it and 
extend its work. : 
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ENDOWMENT Funp.—The church being 
free from debt, the next thing for which we 
ought to work is its endowment. We need 
a larger income and we should provide while 
it is possible for the permanent maintenance 
of a church in this locality. Even churches 
containing much more wealthy parishioners 
than ours, such as 5, Mark's, S. James’ and 
the Holy Trinity, are all trying to accumu- 
late endowment funds. Our free church 
needs one still more. Our ladies have begun 
to work for it by having a small Christmas 
sale, and we trust that all who can do so 
will try to swell it by gifts or bequests.

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to anyone. Every one, whether a 
strange: or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
' of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or witn- 
drawn at any time and in no wise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor.

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All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, in- 
cidental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 


In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 


In a rack near the door of the church 
wil be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have. been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 
I dozen long wax candles for the altar, 
2boxes of «mall ones for ditto, one long gilt 
framed mirror, one long mirror in walnut 
frame, one small mirror, carpet for floor of 
choir stalls and clergy vestry, wall clock for 
choir room, piece of oil-cloth and door-mat, 
large leather marginal Bible, Altar service 
book, pulpit and choir stall Bibles rebound, 
musical hvmnal and psalter for organ desk, 
60 pictures for industrial school prizes, some 
cooking and kitchen utensils, box of silver 
polish, 11 volumes for parish and Sunday- 
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school library and 30 magazines with plates 
of St. Louis Exposition and International 
Studio, christmas cards for Sunday school, 
provisions for the poor at thanksgiving and 
christmas, also toys aud a large number of. 
magazines and church papers. The rector 
and vestry of St. Mark’s presented the parish 
with the handsome carved wooden. Rood 
screen which had stood in that church for 
many years. It was taken down, enlarged 
and re-erected at the cost of some $300, 
which was provided for by special subscrip- 
tions and by the proceeds of a garden party 
held in the grounds of the Barton house, 
N. W. corner of Broad and South streets, by 
some members of the congregation. 

In November, 1906, a small fair was held 
in the parish building, for the increase of the 
endowment fund; it netted $230. 

It is proposed to hold another fair in the 
same place this year on December 12th and 
13th, for the purpose of meeting a deficit 
in our current expenses. Allin the congre- 
gation are asked to assist in it. 

By action of the vestrv all the real-estate 
of the parish has been conveyed to the trus- 
tees of the diocese, in order to provide 
against the possibility of encumbrance or 
alienations in the future, and the endowment 
fund has been placed in the Pennsylvania 
Co. for Insurance on lives and granting 
annuities in order to secure its principal 
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from any possible encroachments for the pay- 
ment of debts or for current expenses. 


The parish has met with a great loss during 
the year in the deaths of Mr. William Platt 
Pepper and Mr. Francis Suydam Kese, both 
of whom had been vestrymen for many years, 
were deeply interested in its welfare and 
were liberal contributors towards its support. 


SuNpAv ScHooL.—It has consisted of 
the main school, infant school and male 
and female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday except during four summer 
months, at 2.45 P. M., followed by a chil- 
dren's service at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and à, 
number of outings were provided for the 
scholars during the summer. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $192.50, of which $42.65 was 
collected by the scholars during Lent, and 
given to a mission in the south. н 
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INDUSTRIAL ScHoor.—Its sessions. have 
been held every Saturday from November 
to Easter for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing ‘and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $18.20. 
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Parish Paper—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for the 
purpose of disseminating information in re- 
gard to the church and its services. It is dis- 
tributed gratiously, but parishioners are 
asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each to 
defray its cost. Those who subscribe re- 


ceive the paper by mail. 


ENDOWMENT FUND—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund which is now onl 
about $10.000 should be greatly increased. 
The church needs an enlarged income, which 
can only be secured, and its future perman- 
ently provided for in this way. The offerings 
on Ascension Day are by order of the vestry 
hereafter to be devoted to this purpose. 
It is hoped that all who can do so will try to 
swell this fund by gifts or bequests.

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HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to anyone. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or witn- 
drawn at any time and in no wise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor. 


All the offertories, unless otherwise. an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, in- 
cidental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

The following articles have been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 
A stained glass clerestory window represent- 
St. Philip, three glass cruetsfor the altar, 
two small carved wooden figures for the 
Rood Screen, walnut table with green cloth 
cover, bottle of altar wine, cassock for the 
Curate, framed photograph of the Rev. 
Mogan Dix, D. D., notice card for vestibule 
of the church, two pieces of brussels carpet 
for choir stalls and vestry, band baton for 
the choirmaster, many articles and materials 
for the fair, medicine, eggs, milk, pair of 
chickens, canned goods, potatoes, coffee, 
tea, coal orders and Christmas dinners for 
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the poor, games for the children and fruit 
and flowers for Thanksgiving, 14 volumes 
for the parish library, and a large quantity 
of magazines and papers, and donations of 
‘cake for the Parish Tea. 


Sunpay Scroon.—It has consisted of 
the main school, infatit’school and male 
and female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday except during four summer 
‚months, at 2.45 P. M., followed by a chil- 
dren's service at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and a 
‘number of outings were provided for the 
scholars during the summer. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $141.94, of which $24.82 was col- 
lected bythe scholars during Lent for gen- 
eral missions. 

The Junior Auxiliary contributed $3 to 
missions in China; also three dollars’ worth 
of articles made by themselves in the In- 
dustrial School. 

A mission study classof six boys was held 
once a week for four months. 


INDUSTRIAL ScHoor.—lts sessions have 
been held every Saturday from November 
to Easter for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
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paste pictures in scrap books. Money ex- 
penses, $18.45. 


PamsH  PAPER—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for the 
purpose of disseminating information in re- 
gard to the church and its services. It is dis- 
tributed gratuitously, but parishioners are 
asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each to 
defray its cost. ‘Those who subscribe re- 
ceive the paper by mail. 


ENDOWMENT FUND.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund which is now only 
about $13,000 should be greatly increased. 
The church needs an enlarged income, which 
can only be secured, and its future perma- 
nently provided for in this way. ‘The offer- 
ings on Ascension Day are by order of the 
vestry hereafter to be devoted to this pur- 
pose. It is hoped that all who can do so will 
try to swell this fund by gifts or bequests.

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P HE church is entirely free, no special 

seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to anyone. Every one, „whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat һе may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute towards 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or with- 
drawn at any time and in no wise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 
and to enable the Vestry to know on what 
income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor. 
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АП the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, in- 
cidental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope System, is entitled. to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes .

Sunpay ScHoo..—It has consisted of 
the main school, infant school and male 
and female Bible classes, which have met 
every Sunday except during four summer 
months, at 2.45 P. M., followed by a chil- 
dren’s service at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and a 
number of outings were provided for the 
scholars during the summer. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $109 70, of which $28 98 was col- 
lected by the scholars during Lent for gen- 
eral missions. 

The Junior Auxiliary contributed $3 to 
missions; the articles made by themselves in 
the Industrial School were sent to the Rose- 
bud Agency in South Dakota. 

A mission study class for girls and ten 
boys was held once a week for four months.

It is dis- 
tributed gratuitously, but parishioners are 
asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each to 
defray its cost. Those who subscribe re- 
ceive the paper by mail. 

ENDOWMENT FUND.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund which is now only 
about $13.000 should be greatly increased. 
The church needs an enlarged income, which 
can only be secured, and its future perma- 
nently provided for in this way. The offer- 
ings on Ascension Day are by order of the 
vestry hereafter to be devoted to this pur- 
pose.

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Report 
The members of this Chapter have regu-

A large number of garments, 
pairs of shoes,hats, eggs, beef tea, fruit and 
medicine were given to the more needy mem- 
bersof the meeting; also a picnic in the sum- 
mer. Several children and grown people had 
outings of from one to two weeks in lengthin 
the country. Some were helped with their 
house rent or temporary loans in cases of 
necessity. Thirty-five houses have been reg- 
ularly visited, in some cases of sickness very 
frequently, two cases were taken personly to

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T HE church is entirely free, no special 


seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according 
to his ability as a voluntary offering, what 
in another church he would pay as pew 
rent, and to regard his giving as an act 
of worship to Almighty God, and so to 
be discharged as in His sight. 


Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or 
monthly, and the Warden provides him 
with envelopes in which his offerings are 
put. The pledge can be altered or with- 
drawn at any time and in nowise inter- 
feres with the freedom of the seats. Its 
object is to secure regularity and system, 


and to enable the Vestry to know on what - 


income they can count. Extra envelopes 
are also provided for various benevolent 
purposes, which can be returned at any 
time during the year, at the convenience of 
the donor. 
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АП the offertories, unless otherwise 
announced, are for the support of the 
church—the payment of salaries, the music, 
incidental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 


through the envelope system, is entitled to 


vote for Vestrymen.

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News, three dozen cups and saucers for 
entertainments, a 'Créche" for Christmas, 
pictures of King Charles I, of the conse- 
cration of Archbishop Parker and of “The 
Christ,” in frames, 72 tickets for the “Mask 
and Wig” rehearsal, a basketball screen, 
box of push pins, box of pens and pen 
wiper, two and one-half yards of lace 
for altar linen, large quanty of maga- 
zines and papers, fruit for Thanksgiving 
Day, some provisions for the poor, and 
crackers, cheese, coffee and other eatables 
for the Men’s Club nights and other en- 
tertainments. 

Sunpay ScHooL.—lIt has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during four summer months, 
at 245 P. M., followed by a children's 
service at 3.30 Р. М. A picnic and a 
number of entertainments were provided 
for the scholars during the year. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $102.62, of which $47.11 was col- 
lected by the scholars during Lent for 
foreign missions. 


INDUSTRIAL ScHooL.—lIts sessions have: 


been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
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sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. 

Parish Paper—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information 
in regard to the Church and its services. 
It is distributed gratuitously, but parish- 
ioners are asked to subscribe 50 cents a 
year each to defray its cost. Those who 
subscribe receive the paper by mail. 

EnpowMent Еомр.—1 is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $13,000, should be greatly in- 
creased. The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and 
its future permanently provided for in 
this way. The offerings on Ascension Day 
are by order of the Vestry hereafter to be 
devoted to this purpose. It is hoped that 
all who can do so will try to swell this 
fund by gifts or bequests.

| Work was regularly given out on Wednes- 


day evenings during the winter, consist- 
ing of material obtained from the Meth- 
odist, Jefferson, Polyclinic and Hahnemann 
hospitals, the Church Home and the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society, which the women made 
up. Five hundred and eighty-three pieces 
were made, including operation and night

Christmas baskets of provisions or 
delicacies were sent to twenty-one families, 
varying in size from one to twelve mem- 
bers, and some eight teas were also given 
to the members and their children. А 
large number of garments, pairs of shoes, 
hats, etc, were sold or given to the more 
needy members of the meeting. Several 


children and grown people had outings of 


from one to two Weeks in length. in the 
country. Some were helped with. their 
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house rent or temporary. loans in cases 
of necessity. All the members were 
visited, in some cases very frequently. 
Total amount expended, $324.22. 

Offerings for this work may be placed 
in the alms box for the poor in the vesti- 
bule of the church or handed to the ladies 
in charge of the Mothers’ Meeting, and 
partially worn or cast-off clothing of any 
description can be sent to the church any 
day during the week.

П HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. The church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according to 
his ability as a voluntary offering, what in 
another church he would pay as pew rent, 
and to regard his giving as an act of wor- 
ship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 


Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or month- 
ly, and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in nowise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 


Vestry to know on what income they can 


count. 

Beginning with February Ist, 1012, the 
Duplex envelope will be used. That is an 
envelope with two pockets, one for offerings 
for the current expenses of the church and 
the other for benevolent and missionary ob- 
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jects. It is hoped that the use of these en- 
velopes will largely increase the receipts 
both for the church and for benevolent pur- 
poses. They will be sent to each attendant 
of the church with a request to use them. 


All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
expenses, etc. Alms chests are placed in 
the vestibule of the church to receive offer- 
ings for special purposes—the poor, mis- 
sions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a com- 
municant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen.

in memory of Mr. William Platt Pepper; 
framed painting of Crucifer and Procession- 
al Cross; three dozen pairs of gymnasium 
shoes, quantity of toys, number of plants for 
church grounds, large photographs of the 
main and side altars, and cut of photograph 
of the Rector for the Ascension News, a 
number of articles for rummage sale, framed 
illuminated card of Canon of the Mass, 
painted by Mr. Carpenter, the father of the 
late Rector’s Warden, Mr. G. Edw. Car- 
penter; large quantity of magazines and 
papers, fruit for Thanksgiving day, some 
provisions for the poor, and crackers, 
cheese, coffee and other eatables for the 
Men's Club nights and other entertain- 
ments. 


Sunpay Scnoor.—[t has consisted of the 


main school, infant school and male and. 


female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during four summer months, 
at 2.45 P. M., followed by a children's serv- 
ice at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and a number of 
entertainments were provided for the schol- 
ars during the year. "The total collections 
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of and for the Sunday School have been 
$102.62, of which $47.11 was collected by the 
scholars during Lent for foreign missions. 


INDUSTRIAL ScHoor—lIts sessions have 
been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. 


PamsH PAPER—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information 
in regard to the Church and its services. 
It is distributed gratuitously, but parish- 
ioners are asked to subscribe 50 cents a 
year each to defray its cost. "Those who 
subscribe receive the paper by mail. 


EnpowMEN? Funp.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $13,000, should be greatly in- 
creased. "The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and its 
future permanently provided for in this way. 
'The offerings on Ascension day are by or- 
der of the Vestry devoted to this purpose. 
It is hoped that all who can do so will try 
to swell this fund by gifts or bequests.

Report 


The members of this Chapter have regu- 
larly visited all the families whose names 
have been given to them by the clergy and 
conducted a weekly Mothers’ Meeting. 
Work was regularly given out on Wednes- 
day evenings during the winter, consist- 
ing of material obtained from several hos- 
pitals, which the women made up. Five 
hundred and ten pieces were made, includ- 
ing operation and night gowns, children's 
gowns and slips, towels, aprons, flannel pet- 
ticoats, children's drawers and dresses, pil- 
low cases, etc. Fifteen tons of coal were 
given out, and a Thanksgiving turkey din- 
ner was provided for some twenty-five 
women and children in the Parish building. 
Christmas baskets of provisions or delicacies 
were sent to twenty-one families, varying in 
size from one to twelve members, and a 
supper was also given to the members at 
almost every meeting. A large number of 
garments, pairs of shoes, hats, etc, were 
sold or given to the more needy members | 
of the meeting. Several children and grown 
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people had outings of from one to two 
weeks in length in the country. Some were 
helped with their house rent or temporary 
loans in cases of necessity. All the members 
were visited, in some cases very frequently. 
Total amount expended, $366.86. 

Offerings for this work may be placed in 
the alms box for the poor in the vestibule 
of the church or handed to the ladies in 
charge of the Mothers' Meeting, and partial- 
ly-worn or cast-off clothing of any descrip- 
tion can be sent to the church any day dur- 
ing the week.

@ ЧЕ church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in 
any seat he may prefer, which is not occu- 
pied at the time. Тһе church depends for 
its support entirely on the free-will offer- 
ings of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according to 
his ability as a voluntary offeriag, what in 
another church he would pay as pew rent, 
and to regard his giving as an act of wor- 
ship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or month- 
ly, and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in nowise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 
Vestry to know on what income they can 
count. 


The Duplex envelope system is used. That 


is an envelope with two pockets, one for 


offerings for the current expenses of the 
church and the other for benevolent and 
missionary objects. They will be sent to 
each attendant of the church with a request 
to use them. 
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All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church— 
the payment of salaries, the music, incidental 
expenses, etc. Alms chests are placed in 
the vestibule of the church to receive offer- 
ings for special purposes—the poor, mis- 
sions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a com- 
municant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen.

A painted glass window in the chancel, 
representing Christ’s triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem, in memory of Mr. Benjamin 
F. Holbrooke and members of his family, 
a brass corpus added to the brass cross on 
the main altar, a marble and brass tablet 
placed in the chancel in memory of the 
Rev. William Bernard Gilpin, some time 
Curate of the Parish, framed photograph 
of Mr. Gilpin, do. of the Bishop of the 
Diocese, thirty copies of the same for mem- 
bers of the Confirmation Class, framed 
photograph of the late Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, twenty-one small crucifixes for Con- 
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firmation Class, six yards of old lace for 
the altar, two dozen cups and saucers for 
the Guild closet, twenty-five Prayer Books 
and twenty Hymnals for the church, a 
grand piano for the choir room, two silver 
medals as prizes for the choir boys, one 
hundred and seventeen chairs repaired and 
revarnished in the parish building, a num- 
ber of articles for rummage sale, large quan- 
tity of magazines and papers, fruit for 
Thanksgiving day, some provision for the 
same for Christmas and other entertain- 
ments. 


Sunpay ScHoor.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during four summer months, 
at 2.45 P. M., followed by a children’s serv- 
ice at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and a number of 
entertainments were provided for the schol- 
ars during the year. The total collections 
of and for the Sunday School have been 
$83.00, of which $30.94 was collected by the 
scholars during Lent for foreign missions. 

INDUSTRIAL ScHoot.—Its sessions have 
been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, for an hour and a half after 


morning prayer, which the children attend, . 


and after which a short instruction is given 
by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books.

ParisH PaAPER——A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information 
in regard to the Church and its services. 
It is distributed gratuitously, but parish- 
ioners are asked to subscribe 50 cents a 
year each to defray. its cost. Those who 
subscribe receive the paper by mail. 


ENpowMEN’’ Funp.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $13,500, should be greatly in- 
creased. The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and its 
future permanently provided for in this way. 
The offerings on Ascension day are by or- 
der of the Vestry devoted to this purpose.

@ church is entirely free, no special 

seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied 
at the time. The church depends for its 
Support entirely on the free-will offerings 
of the worshippers, made through the 
offertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according to 
his ability as a voluntary offering, what in 
another church he would pay as pew rent 
and to regard his giving as an act of wor- 
ship to Alminghty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or month- 
ly, and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in nowise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 
Vestry to know on what income they can 
count. 

The Duplex envelope system is used. 
Each envelope has two pockets, one for 
offerings for the current expenses of the 
church and the other for benevolent or 
missionary objects. They are sent out 
quarterly to each attendant of the church 
with a request to use them,

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to re- 
ceive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. - 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is enittled to 
vote for Vestrymen.

tograph of the present Bishop of Pennsyl- 
vania; I5 gymnasium suits for S. John's 
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Guild; prizes for the Spring Sports; prize 
medal for choir boys; an Ingersoll watch 
and two other watches; a fountain pen, six 
bracelets and 27 buttons and pins; sub- 
scriptions to two magazines as prizes for 
the Sunday-school; a dozen palm leaf fans; 
a Welsbach light for the Guild room; a 
flannel covering for the eagle Lectern, eight 
pounds of candy; quantity of toys for the 
Christmas Festival; one dozen kitchen 
towels, one dozen bath towels, 23 books for 
the Parish Library, and large numbers of 
illustrated papers and magazines, and cake 
and provisions for various entertainments, 
13% tons of coal, and quantity of partly 
worn clothing, shoes, hats, for the poor. 

Sunpay Ѕсноог. —1+ has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during four summer 
months, at 2.45 P. M., followed by a chil- 
dren’s service at 3.30 P. M. A picnic and 
a number of entertainments were provided 
for the scholars during the year. The total 
collections of and for the Sunday School 
have been $87.85, of which $14.67 was col- 
lected by the scholars during Lent for for- 
eign missions. 


INDUSTRIAL ScHooL.—l[ts sessions have 
been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
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by one of the clergy. The girls are taught 
sewing and knitting, and the boys drawing 
and painting; the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. 

Parish Paper—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information in 
regard to the Church and its services. It 
is distributed gratuitously, but parishioners 
are asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each 
to defray its cost. Those who subscribe 
receive the paper by mail. 

EnpowMENtT Funp.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $13,500, should be greatly in- 
creased. The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and its 
future permanently provided for in this 
way. The offerings on Ascension day are 
by order of the Vestry devoted to this pur- 
pose. It is hoped that all who can do so 
will try to swell this fund by gifts or be- 
quests.

-Work was regularly given out on Wednes- 


day evenings during the winter, consisting 
of material obtained from several hospitals, 
which the women made up. Seven hundred 
and six pieces were made, including wom-

A 
large number of garments, pairs of shoes, 
hats, etc., including some baby clothes and 
clothing for four families, made by the 
Ladies’ Aid during Lent, were sold or 
given to the more needy members of the 
meeting. Several children and grown peo- 
ple had outings of from one to two weeks 
in length in the country. Some were 
helped with their house rent or temporary 
loans in cases of necessity. All the mem- 
bers were visited, in some cases very fre- 
quently. Total amount expended, $457.80.

HE church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied 
at the time. The church depends for its 
support entirely on the free-will offerings 
of the worshippers, made through the of- 
fertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according to 
his ability as a voluntary offering, what in 
another church he would pay as pew rent, 
and to regard his giving as an act of wor- 
ship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or month- 
ly, and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in nowise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 
Vestry to know on what income they can 
count. 


The duplex envelope system is used. 


Each envelope has two pockets, one for 
offerings for the current expenses of the 
church and the other for benevolent or 
missionary objects. They are sent out 
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quarterly to each attendant of the church 
with a request to use them. i 

АП the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, etc.  Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to re- 
ceive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

The following articles have been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 
A walnut folding table, a small stand, a 
large cabinet organ, a closet for vestments, 
a gas cooking range, standard Bible bound 
in seal leather, carved wooden crucifix for 
sacristy, glass inkstand, thermometer, gas

Sunpay Scuoor.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during four summer 
months, at 3.00 P. M., followed by service 
in the church. A picnic and a number of 
entertainments were provided for the 
scholars during the year. The total collec- 
tions of and for the Sunday School have 
been $147.47, of which $31.08 was collected 
by the scholars during Lent for missions. 


InpustrIAL ScHoor.—lts sessions have 
been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
them. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys drawing and paint- 
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ing ; the smaller ones cut out and paste 
pictures in scrap books. 


ParisH РАРЕВ.—А paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information in 
regard to the Church and its services. It 
is distributed gratuitously, but parishioners 
are asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each 
to defray its cost. Those who subscribe 
receive the paper by mail. 


EwpnowMENT Funp.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $14,000, should be greatly in- 
creased. The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and its 
future permanently provided for in this 
way. The offerings on Ascension day are 
by order of the Vestry devoted to this pur- 
pose. It is hoped that all who can do so 
will try to swell this fund by gifts or be- 
quests.

All the mem- 
bers were visited, in some cases very fre- 
quently. Total amount expended, $462.19.

g HE church is entirely free, no special 

seat being sold, rented or appropri- 
ated to any one. Every one, whether a 
stranger or regular worshipper, is at liberty 
to attend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied 
at the time. The church depends for its 
support entirely on the free-will offerings 
of the worshippers, made through the of- 
fertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according to 
his ability as a voluntary offering, what in 
another church he would pay as pew rent, 
and to regard his giving as an act of wor- 
ship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or month- 
ly, and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in nowise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 


Vestry to know on what income they can 


count. 

The duplex envelope system is used. 
Fach envelope has two pockets, one for 
offerings for the current expenses of the 
church and the other for benevolent or 
missionary objects. They are sent out 
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quarterly to each attendant of the church 
with a request to use them. : 

All the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are fór the support of the church 

the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to re- 
ceive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church, every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. `

postage stamps, for Vestry, the painting of 
walls and ceiling of Guild room, oiling floor 
of same, a load of rich earth, half a bushel 
of bone dust, a large number of hollyhocks 
and privet sprigs for the church grounds, 
a Morris chair and cushions, cards of in- 
vitation to Men’s Club meetings and of no- 
tices of Mission, a number of signs of 
church services, large numbers of illustrated 
papers and magazines, and cake and pro- 
visions for various entertainments, ten and 
a half tons of coal and quantity of partly 
worn clothing, shoes, hats, etc., for the poor. 

Sunpay ScHoor.—It has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and male and 
female Bible classes, which have met every 
Sunday, except during three summer 


months, at 2.00 P. M., followed by service : 


in the church. A picnic and a number of 
entertainments were provided for the 
scholars during the year. The total collec- 
tions of and for the Sunday School have 
been $82.76, of which $11.65 was collected 
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by the scholars during Lent for missions. 

INDUSTRIAL ScHooL.—lts sessions have 
been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, fof an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
them. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys drawing, painting and 
wood carving, the smaller ones cut out and 
paste pictures in scrap books. 

Parish Paper—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex- 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information in 
regard to the Church and its services. It 
is distributed gratuitously, but parishioners 
are asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each 
to defray its cost. Those who subscribe 
receive the paper by mail. 

ENDOWMENT Funp.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $14,000, should be greatly in- 
creased. The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and its 
future permanently provided for in this 
way. The offerings on Ascension day are 
by order of the Vestry devoted to this pur- 
pose. It is hoped that all who can do so 
will try to swell this fund by gifts or be- 
quests.

The church is entirely free, no special 
seat being sold, rented or appropriated to 
any one. Every one, whether a stranger or 
regular worshipper, is at liberty to at- 
tend any of the services and sit in any 
seat he may prefer, which is not occupied 
at the time. The church depends for its 
support entirely on the free-will offerings 
of the worshippers, made through the oí- 
fertory at the principal services. Every 
attendant is expected to give, according to 
his ability as a voluntary offering, what in 
another church he would pay as pew rent, 
and to regard his giving as an act of wor- 
ship to Almighty God, and so to be dis- 
charged as in His sight. 

Each person is asked to make a pledge 
for the amount he will contribute toward 
the support of the church, weekly or month- 
ly, and the Warden provides him with en- 
velopes in which his offerings are put. The 
pledge can be altered or withdrawn at any 
time and in nowise interferes with the free- 
dom of the seats. Its object is to secure 
regularity and system, and to enable the 
Vestry to know. on what income they can 
count. 

The duplex envelope system is used. 
Each envelope has two pockets, one for 
offerings for the current expenses of the 
church and the other for benevolent or 
missionary objects. They are sent out 
quarterly to each attendant of the church 
with a request to use them. 
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АП the offertories, unless otherwise an- 
nounced, are for the support of the church ^ 
—the payment of salaries, the music, inci- 
dental expenses, etc. Alms chests are 
placed in the vestibule of the church to 
receive offerings for special purposes—the 
poor, missions, improvements, etc. 

In a rack near the door of the church 
will be found forms for subscriptions and 
also extra envelopes for different purposes 
for all who may desire to use them. 

In accordance with the charter of the 
church every one who has been a commu- 
nicant member of the church for a year, 
and who has contributed to its support 
through the envelope system, is entitled to 
vote for Vestrymen. 

The following articles have been pre- 
sented to the church during the past year: 

A silk American flag for use in the 
church, violet brocade velvet for a cope 
with an amethyst cross for the sáme, four 
zinc holders for flower vases, two bot- 
tles of sacramental wine, one hundred 
Sticks of candy for the Christmas festival, 
piece of fine embroidered linen for altar, 
two table-cloths and two towels, twelve tons 
of coal for the poor and three half-price 
orders for the same. 

A number of books for the Parish and 
Sunday School libraries, and large num- 
bers of illustrated papers and magazines, 
cakes and provisions for various entertain- 
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tients, and a quantity of partly worn cloth- 
ing, shoes, hats, etc., for the poor. 


Sunpay ScHoor.—lt has consisted of the 
main school, infant school and a male and 
female Bible class, which have met every 
Sunday, except during three summer 
months, at 3.00 P. M., followed by the 
service in the church. A Festival at Christ- 
mas, a picnic and a number of entertain- 
ments were provided for the scholars dur- 
ing the year. The total collections of and 
for the Sunday School have been $90.17, of 
which $23.77 was collected by the scholars 
during Lent for missions. 


IxpusTRIAL ScHoor.—lts sessions have 
been held every Saturday, from November 
to Easter, for an hour and a half after 
morning prayer, which the children attend, 
and after which a short instruction is given 
them. The girls are taught sewing and 
knitting, and the boys wood carving, draw- 
ing and painting; the smaller ones cut out 
and paste pictures in scrap books. 


Parish PAPER—A paper called The 
Ascension News is published monthly, ex: 
cept in July, August and September, for 
the purpose of disseminating information in 
regard to the Church and its services. It 
is distributed gratuitously, but parishioners 
are asked to subscribe 50 cents a year each 
to defray its cost. Those who subscribe 
receive the paper by mail. 
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Enpowment Funp.—It is very much to 
be desired that this fund, which is now 
only about $14,000, should be greatly in- 
creased. The church needs an enlarged 
income, which can only be secured and its 
future permanently provided for, in this 
way. The offerings on Ascension day are 
by order of the Vestry devoted to this pur- 
pose. It is hoped that all who can do so 
will try to swell this fund by gifts or be- 
quests.

Тнк Watson Memortar.—The plan for 
transforming the parish into the Watson 
Memorial Church has not yet been per- 
fected. The Bishop, Standing Committee 
and Convention of the Diocese have each 
given their consent to the change of the 
name of the Church to that of St. Mary’s 
as required by Mrs. Watson’s will, but the 
application to the court for its sanction has 
not been made as the legacy has not yet 
been paid to the Trustees of the Diocese. 
As soon as this is done, it is the purpose 
of the Bishop to take charge of the church 
and use it for diocesan purposes. The 
architectural plans have been completed 
and approved by the Bishop and Archi- 
tectural Commission of the Diocese, but 
owing to the greatly increased cost of 


building, and the impossibility of obtaining 
possession of the property north of the 
church until the expiration of the present 
lease which will not be until October, 1918, 
no building will probably be undertaken at 
present.
